Cutting Poppies 


All poppies make fine cut flowers. Cut them and burn the 
ends of the stems at the gas or electric range until an inch 
or two at the end of the stem is well burned and the tip is 
charcoal. Place them in water and they will last from three 
to six days. Raspberry Queen, Jessie Curtis, and Enchantress 
have little garden value as these tints all fade in the sun but — 
they are especially fine for home decoration and flower shows _
